Roosevelt Field, N. Y., Sept. 19— 
(UP) 
Twenty-five small airplanes, 
their motor* pou nding 
a 
staccato 
salu te to the dawn roared down the 
Roosevelt field ru nw ay between 
7 
and 7 :32 a. m. today and sped away 
Into the west headed for Spokane, 
Wash., 2.352 miles away. 
It was 
the start of the Class B race In the 
Spokane air derby. 
The su n was only a half hou r old 
In the east when the 
first 
plane 
started at 7:01 a. m.. after the com­ 
mittee had waited for a desu ltory 
rain to su bside. 
Then Capt. W alter 
Render, operations officer at Mitchell 
field and official starter, approached 
the “ Alexander Ragle Rock", a bi­ 
plane piloted by J. 
S. 
Charles 
of 
Richmond. Va. 
The little plane's 
O-X-5 engine was ru nning. 
Capt. Bender swu ng his red flag 
and pilot Charles 
Craft 
shot 
fo r­ 
ward, gathered speed, 
leaped 
into 
the air and was off toward the west, 
soon lost to sight in the hanks of 
mist. 
A crowd of 400 persons gathered 
at the field which ha* served in re 
cent months at the spring board for 
three 
su ccessfu l 
t ran-Atlantic 
flights. 
The spectato rs stood at the 
rear of each plane in tu rn and had 
their hair and clo thing ru ffled by 
the backdraft 
of 
the 
propellors 
W ith clockwise precision, the planes 
answered the starter’s flag u ntil at 
7 :32 a. m., the last had started to w ­ 
ard Bellefonte, Pa., the first control 
stop of the day. 
The race was limited to one-pas 
enger planes with engines of not 
exceeding 300 cu bic Inches of dis­ 
placement. 
Overnight stops are schedu led at 
Chicago, and at Glendive, Mont. 
The derby end* late Wednesday. 
Compu lsory five-minu te stops are 
listed for today at Bellefonte, Cleve 
land and Bryan,* Ohio, and tomor- 
i ow at St. Pau l, Fargo 
and

marck, N. D. 
On Wednesday the 
planes will stop at Billings and Mis­ 
sou la. Mont., before reaching Spo­ 
kane, 
Of the 25 which started, u p to 8 
a. m., only one had tu rned back. He 
was R. W. Cantwell, pilo ting a Tra 
velair plane.

he will plead gu ilty. 
Llye W’as arrested In Rock Island. 
111. after a search of several days 
He confessed he took the child Into 
the abandoned hou se, sent two girl 
playmates away, and attacked* her. 
“ I pu t my hand over her mou th 
so she cou ldn't scream,” he said. 
“ I tho u ght she was ju st sealrt. 
Pretty soon she stopped moving. 
I 
tried to make her move and worked 
her arms hu t 1 cou ldn't do anything 
with her. 
I left her there and went 
home and changed my clothes and 
went away.” 
The body was fou nd stu ffed In a 
hole in the basement of the hou se nn 
old hat pu lled over the 
head 
and 
face. 
It was established 
that 
the 
child died of 
su ffocation. 
You ng 
Messner did not mention 
the 
hat 
He Insisted he did 
not 
know 
the 
child died u ntil he read It In a paper 
in Rock Island. 
Harngrover said he wou ld bring 
the hoy to trial as soon as possible; 
that he expected a plea 
of 
gu ilty 
and wou ld ask a death sentence. He 
wa* not certain what charge wou ld 
be placed against Messner senior.

paraded thro u gh Paris

today. 
The peacefu l marchers came from 
he seaboard, the mou ntain* and the 
plain* of the United States. While 
hou sanda of Parisians cheered, the 
American Legion second victory par­ 
ade started from the Place Dlena at 
1:59 p. in. 
The marchers were led by a cav­ 
alcade of the Repu blican gu ard and 
a battalion of French Infantry. They 
passed the Alan 8eeger monu ment 
to 
American 
volu nteers 
In 
the 
French army at the Place De* Stats 
Unis. 
A year ago the statu e 
w i »h 
mu tilated in 
anti-American 
diso r­ 
ders. 
Legion 
standards 
dipped 
and 
thou sands of marchers tu rned their 
eyes to the left in 
honor 
of 
the 
Americans who fou ght 
In 
French 
u niform. 
Into the Place D’Ktolle where the 
Arc I)e Trlomphe stand* swu nK the 
thou sands of dou ghboy*, gobs, leath­ 
ernecks. Red Cross workers. Halva 
tlon Army girls and nu rses of the 
American 
Army 
which 
was 
In 
France. 
Arou nd tht* place and down the 
Champs 
Klyfes 
a 
German 
army 
headed by Uhlans inarched 56 years 
ago. 
The German u rmy of occu pa­ 
tion, nu mbering 28,000 
was 
not 
mu ch larger than the 
peace 
time 
army of the legion. 
Now the chains which have cir­ 
cled the Arc 
De 
Trlomphe 
si nce 
France’s defeat In 1871 are broken 
and the Americans passed u nder the 
arch as they did In the victory par­ 
ade of 1919. 
French and legion 
hands 
were 
stilled. 
Colors 
dipped. 
Legion­ 
naires dropped red, white and blu e 
flower* as they passed the tomb of 
the u nknown soldier who 1 m Frances 
greatest hero. 
Compared to 
the 
millions 
who 
fou ght In th e grea t war. tin* legion 
parade was small. 
Bu t the m arch­ 
ers’ ranks were swelled u * they pu nn­ 
ed beneath the sacred arch by hosts 
of u nseen marchers the 
men

f«*11 at St. Mlhiel, alo ng the Meu se, 
In the Argonne, at Chau teau T hier­ 
ry. 
They were from 
the 
Marne, 
the Yser and from Verdu n. 
Silent and u nseen, the wraiths of 
memory fell In with their bu ddies 
once more. 
They were the 50,000 
American dead risen 
from

graves and forgotten thickets. 
Circling the Place I)**

parade passed the reviewing stand

Thence down the Ru e Royal« - to the

Avenu e De L’ Opera, the paraders 
entered the Ru e Rivoll and passed 
by the historic Hotel De VIlie and 
the city hall. 
Crossing the bridge and disband­ 
ing before

Dame, there came the moment of su ­ 
preme emotion when it seemed that 
France'* 1,400,000 dead 
and 
the 
wraith* of the dead of Napoleon’s 
great battles at Au sterlltz and Wag- 
ram were hovering near.

They were Join­ 
ed by silent crowds of French men 
and women who remembered.

CAME FROM ALL FARTS OF 
UNITED STATES 


AMERICAN LEGION SECOND VIC­ 
TORY PARADE STARTED AT 
1:59 P. M. 
Paris, Sept. 19— (U P )— 1The first 
foreign peace time army in history 
paraded through Paris 
along 
the 
capital’s most famous thoroughfares 
today. 
The peaceful marchers came from 
the seaboard, the mountains and the 
plainH of the United States. While 
thousands of Parisians cheered, the 
American Legion second victory par­ 
ade started from the Place Diena at 
1:59 p. rn. 
The marchers were led by a cav­ 
alcade of the Republican guard and 
a battalion of French infantry. They 
passed the Alan Seeger monument 
to 
American 
volunteers 
in 
the 
French army at the Place DeH Flats 
Unis. 
A year ago the statue was 
mutilated in 
anti American 
disor­ 
ders. 
Legion 
standards 
dipped 
and 
thousands of marchers turned their 
eyes to the left in 
honor 
of 
the 
Americans who fought 
in French 
uniform. 
Into the Place D’Rtoile where the 
Arc De Triomphe standn swung the 
thousands of doughboys, gobs, leath­ 
ernecks, Red Cross workers, Salva­ 
tion Army girls and nurses of the 
American 
Army 
which 
was 
in 
France. 
Around thin place and down the 
Champs 
Flymen 
a 
German 
army 
headed by Uhlans marched 56 years 
ago. 
The German army of occupa­ 
tion, numbering 28,000 
was 
not 
much larger than the 
peace 
time 
army of the legion. 
Now the chains which have cir- 
eled the Arc 
De 
Triomphe 
since 
France’s defeat In 1871 are broken 
and the Americans passed under the 
arch as they did in the victory par­ 
ade of 1919. 
French and legion 
bands 
were 
stilled. 
Colors 
dipped. 
Legion­ 
naires dropped red, w h i t e and blue 
flower^ as they passed the tomb of 
the unknown soldier who Is Frances 
greatest hero. 
Compared to 
the 
millions 
who 
fought in the great war, the legion 
parade was small. 
But the march­ 
ers’ ranks were swelled as they pass­ 
ed beneath the sacred arch by hosts 
of unseen marchers the 
men 
who 
fell at St. Mihiel, along the Meuse, 
in the Argonne, at Chauteau Thier­ 
ry. 
T h e y were from 
the 
Marne, 
the Y s«t and from Verdun. 
Silent and unseen, the wraiths of 
memory fell in with their buddies 
once more. 
They were the 50,000 
American dead risen

The nin th annual American Legion 
convention was opened officially at 
9:30 a. rn. today by President Dou- 
mergue of France, honorary ch air­ 
man. 
The convention marked officially 
the greatest peacetime invasion of a 
friendly nation by its neighbors of 
war-time. 
The legion, termed 
by 
(JeneraI 
John J. Pershing “The Soul of tin 
A. E. F .“ , was welcomed back to the 
land of its birth. 
Wild scenes of en 
thusiasm 
greeted 
Marshal 
Foeli, 
P resident Doumergue and Pershing. 
The delegates seemed 
somewhat 
overawed by the presence 
of 
the 
many notable^ and the opening of 
th e convention was not marked by 
the customary 
byplay of previous 
legion conventions. 
Colonel Dough­ 
erty of Nogales, Arizona, dressed in 
buckskin and a yellow neckerchief, 
who usually stages buck-and-w ing 
stu nts on th e slightest provocation, 
actually seemed ill at ease. 
And the 
delegates 
from 
Little 
Falls, Minn., took off 
the 
lum ber­ 
jack coats on the hacks 
of 
which 
were sewed 
in 
big letters, “ Little 
Falls, L in d b erg h ’s home to w n.” 
S c a r c e l y had the meeting been 
under way when shouts 
of 
“ Vive 
Sacco-Vanzetti” were roared 
from 
the gallery. 
Police rushed to the doors, closed 
them, and 
sought 
the 
offenders. 
They found one to he a 
five 
foot 
communist who had stolen a legion 
badge oiT which he had gained e n ­ 
trance. 
He was arrested and remov­ 
ed from the hall. 
Thirty -th ousand 
legionnaires and 
their friends filled the vast au d ito r­ 
ium which with its forest of signs 
m ark in g state delegations resembled 
a 
national political 
convention 
in 
the United States. 
National Chaplain 
Wolfe offered 
th e invocation. 
Legion Commander 
Howard P. Savage called tho con­ 
vention to order anti Louis Marin, 
Minister of Pensions, in tilt' name of 
the French government 
made 
tin* 
speech of welcome. 
Marin had just begun when the 
Sacco-Vanzetti disturbance occurr­ 
ed. 
“ In those bouses where you were 
billetted,” said Marin, “ in the tragic 
red-zone 
devast cd 
areas 
regions 
throughout France, at tho base areas 
and elsewhere, the French bid you 
welcome. 
“They share with you the recol­ 
lection of the days you lived to geth­ 
er. 
“ Your inflexible rule is 
not 
to 
meddle in polities hut France us a 
whole looks to you to collaborate for 
peace.” 
A letter from President Coolidge 
was read by Jam es F. Barton, n a t ­ 
ional adjutant, 
It was as follows: 
“ The legion returns, accepting the 
French invitation as a symbol that 
the bonds of respect, friendship and 
affection existing since the founda­ 
tion of tile United States, cemented 
anew by the world war, art' now as 
strong as in t he past. 
“ To hold the convention in Paris 
was a happy thought.

hold in hallowed memory, but don’t 
fail to remember also the 
France, 
“ I have a sincere belief 
mission is of th e highest 
emphasizing the cordial relations of 
two countries and the lofty princi­ 
ples they fought to preserve.” 
A letter was read from Atnbassa 
dor Myron T. Herrick, now in the 
United States recuperating from an 
illness. 
ll*' regretted that his ill­ 
ness prevented his attendance.

F re n ch comrades, are prepared 
to 
welcome you joyfully and heartily,” 
Herrick wrote. 
“ You’ll have a wonderfully happy 
time in the land you fought so brave­ 
ly to protect. 
“ The sharpness cif my disappoint­ 
ment at not being with you is tem ­ 
pered by the feeling that you who 
represent the best in American life 
will return home with lasting mem­ 
ories of ta sincerely hospitable n a ­ 
tions, that your visit will do much 
to augm ent the sympathetic friend­ 
ship of two great sister republicans.**
